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A Politically Jewish, 


THAN Mr. USSISHKIN the Zionist Movement has produced no 
more sturdy opponent of what is termed political Zionism. Herzn 
recognised in him the strongest and most persistent critic of his 
leadership, while Dr. WEIZMANN was, for years, a follower of 
USSISHKIN. It was be who induced the Zionist Congress to a policy 
of Practical Work in Palestine, which to-day is relied upon as the 
surest means for attaining the strivings of those who are secking to 
rebuild the Jewish Nation. But now Mr. USssIsakin, who, not 
“ hecause of his easily shifting views, has earned for himself the 
sobriquet of the Gibraltar Rock of Zionism, tells us he is convinced 
that, the -earrying on alone of practical work—Immigration, 
(olonisation, and so forth—is insutlicient. His recent tous 
in Europe had convinced him, he said, that Jewry demanded 
« politically Jewish Palestine, otherwise it was impossible to 
expect of the Jews that they should make the great sacrifices 
needed for the upbuilding of the country. That is precisely the 
position of “ political’ Zionists, who prefer to be known as Jewish 
Nationalists ; although, to be sure, it is not the whole of their case.

Ravei J. B. SLESS (Cork). 


Through the death of Rabbi Jacob Benzion Sless, the Jewish cor- 
munity of Cork has sustained a great loss.

INAUGURAL SERMON. 


The West London Synagogue, Upper Berkeley Siveet, was filled 
on Sabbath morning last on the occasion of the induction pube oflce 
of Rabbi Dr, Joel Blau, the newly-appointed Senior Ministre: The 
service was conducted by the Rey.

Rabbi Blau delivered his 
inaugural sermon as follows, bas-

some of onr reactiOnNs and attitnlies towards the world, 
hal not completely broken down Perhaps we were too keen 
about defending ourselves at every possible opportunity, 
we apologised too much. Perhaps .we did not face th 
four-square, as We ought, with our Own manhood proclaiming 
to all the world that we were just as we Were, nothing elise. even with 
our faults, not merely with our virtues--althongh the world was readi: 
to forgive Jewish faults than Jewish virtues. He had observed very litth 
of that four-square manly attitude. in the last few years there lad beon 
aslight improvement, Bat that improvement was merely a gern. a fain! 
and feeble beginning. Nowhere did he see real Jewish eourace, dignity, 
and pride. By Jewish pride he did nojfimean that kind of pride whic! 
constantly bragged and boasted of Jewish achtevement, that hind of pride 
which was alternately aggressive and timid, -Me meant a pride that was 
nourished by consciousness of our past, of gurwmdividnality with its poots 
in antiquity. Pride was no sin provided you knew how to live up.to.it. 
We defended ourselves too mach, and im 6a doing it seemrerkto that 
this constant, unremitting, and 1l-disciplined tendency our midst of 
apologising for and defending ourselves, defeated iteelf for two veasous. One 
reason was that it created an bnpression ofabnormality. What was ther: 
wrong about us that we needed to defend ourselves constamaby 2? Where 
there was smoke there must be tire. He was not concerned with what tho 
outside world thought. He wanted to see himself with the terribly clear 
eyes of God when he stood before His judgment seat. They did not want 
tocreate the impression that they had nothing else to do except defend 
themselves, as though. they hai no teal cayvse to sustain, no work to 
perform, as though all their energics, all their strength, all their resources, 
spiritual, material and social, ouglit to be concentrated in the one task of 
clefending themselves, Assimilation as 4 method of defence had broken 
down. And the same applied to political emaneipation inthe sense of 
making aJew a citizen of the land where he dwelt. In America if the Jow 
lid not suffer politically he suffered sociaily, and was notthe same kind of 
citizen as any other. There was another. method of defence which 
he might deseribe as “the Jow and ... . ~methodptalkmy about’ the 
Jew and science,” “the Jew and literature,” ete., to prove our superiority. 
Granted that we had some outstanding personalities, the world did not 
think of them. but of the masses behind.these men, while the mien them. 
selves Were not thought of as Jews. Jewish ceremonial law, which had 
proved the great bulwark of defence in the ghetto, had also broken down 
on its first contact with Western civilisation. He sujpested that the 
doctrine of the “ chosen people” might have been the outeome of a sense 
of inferiority, the assertion of superontly being an unconserous attempt 
to redress that sense. At present it proved-drarmfnal,’ He pleaded for a 
new kind of defence. the creation of mnes defenees. If it were trne that 
the Jew carried within his own bosom his .own heil, he might find his 
heaven there too, for his own good amd for the good of the world.

Food poisoning was due to poisons generatéd by bacterial action on 
the muscles. hxecept for mutton, the Jews did not eat the most dangerous 
meats, and in the case of uiutton, there was no real danger except in hot 
weather, as our Jewish dietary laws forbid keeping meat more than 
three days. 

in conclusion, the lecturer referred to the parasitic disease. 
characterised by the presence of tapeworus which were common where 
people ate improperly cooked or smoked beef and fish. The longest of 
these worms, about twenty-two yards, was to be found in trout, salruon 
and pike. ‘

CCCXXVI.—The Educational Value of the Talmud. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 


I have been following the recent educational conferences in London 
and have noted with interest the many points of dissatisfaction both with 
the methods and the products of modern education. It would seem that 
those who have gone through a course of training in our schools cannot 
all write their mother tongue, nor have they been taught to think for them. 
selves. Interesting, too, were the varios suggestions for children’s dict 
and children’s clothing; most interesting of all the public confession by 
the Prime Minister of his devotion to the -lassics. One usually associated 
Mr. Baldwin with pigs; yet it seems that he finds refreshment for his 
soul in Homer and Virgil. There was something striking about this con 
fession. That a Prime Minister of Eneland should find solace and inte! 
lectual delight in the classics is a unique fact. 


It set my mind thinking on a possible Jewish counterpart to Mr.— 


Baldwin's confession. I imagined the President of the United Synagogue 
telling all and sundry that he finds intellectual delight in the study of the 
Talmud. Yet there wouldjbe nothing rimarkable in that. The Talmrd 
has been the subject of study for Jews in «\l countries for the last thousand 
years. This in itself might be a recommcndation to the Jews of to-day to 
continue the interest inthe Talmud. But there are many more considera. 
tions. The Talmud provides an excellent means of acquiring true education. 
Let it not be forgotten that the Talmud is no mere text-book; it isa 
mirror of the many-sided life of a people throughout seven centuries, 
from the year 200 B.c.F. to the year 500 c.e. The spirit of any nation. no 
matter how small or how uncivilised it may be, is a topic which is worth 
attention and study. The spirit of a nation, like the soul of an individual, 
is one of the things in life that matters. Now if this is true of any 
people, how much more true must it be of a gifted people like the Jews. 
There isno denying that racially the Jews have many excellent qualities, 
and that therefore what is called the spirit of the Jewish people must in 
an eminently high degree be worthy of study. The:rTalmud reflects that 
spirit throughout a period of seven hundred years.. It reflects it in all its 
many-sidedness—in its jurisprudence, its religion, and its social and 
economic activities. There is therefore something vast about it: and al! 
educationists will be agreed that the outlook must inevitably be expanded 
by contact with the great productions of literature. 

The Talmud is also large in another sense. One of the best editions. 
that printed in Vilna, comprises fifteen volumes, each of the size of a 
page of the TIMEs. . These volumes contain altogether 5.836 pages of text. 
to say nothing of the commentaries. 

Apart from all this, the student of the Talmud isitaught to read.. For 
those who are TIinacquainted with the text of the Talmud, it may be said 
that this is unpunctuated and has no signs of any kind, such as commas, 
question marks, or marks of exclamation. Nor are there any vowel 
points. The student therefore must use his common-sense, must develop 
quickness of perception in learning merely to read the text. Let me say 
by way of illustration that if a reader! came across the word FRST, he 
would have to decide whether it stood for “forest,” “first.” or “ frost.” 
He would have to determine, by exercising his judgment, what the 
actual word was according to the context. This is what the student of 
the Talmud is doing all the time. The same applies not only to the 
mastery of the words, but also to the comprehension of a passage, To-day 
there is a tendency, because all things are printed alike—black on white 
—to read mechanically and not to distinguish sufficiently between a 
magnificent poem and an auction announcement. But the student of 
the Talmud is forced to weigh up every line and every passage, and he 
soon learns to distinguish the trivial from the weighty matter. Is it not 
obvious that he is being taught to concentrate ? 

Without concentration the student would make no progress. In oldeu 
times it used to be a custom with Christian parents on Sundays, in order 
te exercise the minds of their children, to ask them to reproduce the sub- 
stance of the sermon preached that morning in church. An exercise of 
this kind, carried out continuously, must sharpen the wits. In the 
Talmud the student is constantly exercising his brains along this line. 
He finds in the pages of the Talmud arguments at great length, differences 
of opinion, expressions of actual experience, local customs, and what not: 
and in order to understand the argument as a whole, he must make clear 
to himself these various parts. It is a magnificent exercise in thought. 

One ventures the assertion that there are very few things like it in modern 
education. Be it remembered that the style of the Talmud is laconic; 
that often a mere hint must suffice to convey the meaning. The student 
‘is therefore forced to think for himself, to weigh up the pros and cons in 
any discussion, and to form his own judgment. This last is perhaps one 
of the most valuable results of a study of the Talmud, and contrasts 
sharply with the average results of modern education, which does any 
thing but teach people to form judgments for themselves. ae 

Besides all this the Talmud imparts much information, for 1t ts 
encyclopedic in extent. It deals with the natural sciences, juris- 
prudence, mathematics, history and biography, geography and travel. To 
fix the commencement of the Festivals it is necessary to have a proper 
knowledge of the calendar ; and how can you study the calendar without 
astronomy? And if you study astronomy, you must learn mathematics. 
The question of what is fit and what is unfit to eat (Trefa): must * 
necessity depend on a knowledge of the pathological anatomy of animals. 
It may be that much of the information contained in the pages of the Talmud 
is antiquated. That in itself is of no great consequence, Educational 
benefits may be derived from reading classic writers, though knowledge 
has advanced beyond their conclusions. May it not be said that Locke is 
a good author to read, not so much for his system as for the means 

he uses for establishing it; that Paley is an excellent guide to 


theological reasonwig, or that Adam Smith is a great master of 
method in the acquisition of the economic facts of life? In each of 
these three instances it would be true to say that so far as their 
results are concerned| these writers are behind the times. Not so 
their methods. These are still of great educational value. So it 
is with the Talmud. Its natural sciences or its anatomy may 
seem Childish to modern scholars, but the logical method of handling 
problems is what matters. Possibly the same may not apply to the 
jurisprudence of the Talmud, for Jews being a people gifted with justice 
and fairness, have elaborated a scheme of law governed by due con- 
sideration for others which may still be of use to-day. I should imagine 
that a student who has devoted jiimself to the jurisprudence of the 
Talmud will have learned good manners in the process. 
manners are best learncd incidentally in this way. 

There is little doubt that a close study of the Talmud trains the mind to 
concentrate, to think, to form tjudgments for itself; that it sharpens the 
memory ; that it enables the student to acquire useful knowledge in many 
spheres ‘of human thought and action. But this is not all. While the 
intellect receives its due, the heart and the imagination are not neglected. 
The so-valled Gems from the Talmud have received attention in all ages, 
both from Jews and non-Jews Alike. Perhaps one of the first collection 
of notable sayings and pretty conceits from the pages of the Talmud was 
that printed fot the education of clerics by Peter Alfonsi, a Jew who went 
over to Christianity in Spain in the 15th century. He translated them 
into Latin, and from this source they have spread to all the literatures of 
Europe. It would be impossible to attempt to deal adequately with this 
theme here and now. But one particular illustration, of which I myself 
am very fond, [T cannot help repeating. The Bible declares that God 
intended Moses to lead the Israelites in the ‘fight against Midian. Yet 
have you observed that the narrative relates that not Moses but Pinchas 
was the Israelite leade: The Talmudic teachers made the most of this 
apparently insignificant fact. “Why,” they asked, “did not Moses obey 
God's behest?” Ther answer is one of the most charming things in the 
pages of the Talmud Was not the wife of Moses a Midianitish woman ”’ 
Moses therefore felt that as he had obtained a very precious gift from the 
Midianites, he could not very well be a leader in attack upon them. 
Does not the proverb say, * Cast no stone into the well out of which thou 
hast drunk’ 

A Jew who is acquainted with the Talmud will realise quite easily 
that the fabric of the New Testament has a goodly Jewish strain in ‘it. 
Its sayings, Which have become treasured by learned and simple folk, are 
part and parcel of Jewish literature, and may be paralleled by identical ov 
very similar sayings and proverbs in the Talmud. 

Possibly the study of the Talmud does nothing to develop the innate 
sense of beauty whiclr all of us possess. 


Perhaps good 


But moral beauty must be 
excluded trom this general statement;,and as for the rest, even if this 
fact be admitted, may it not be true to say that the development of the 
intellect and the imagination is far more important than the development 
of the sensuous part of our nature? Moreover, if the student of the 
Talmud desires to have his aesthetic sense trained, there is no reason 
why he should not do so for himself. Quite generally, indeed, the ideal 
would be to combine concentrated study of the Talmud with the usual 
subjects of a modern curriculum. 

There can be little doubt that if a movement were set on foot for 
popalarising the serious study of the Talmud in Jewry, we should be 
preparing for that intellectual revival for which some people are longing. 
In olden days every self-respecting Jew knew something of the 
Talmud; every memb:r of the congregation might claim to be a Talmudic 
scholar ; the Rabbi was but the greatest'of them all. To-day very many 
of our Ministers would hardly describe themselves as Talmudic scholars : 
and as for the rank and tile of Jewry, there must be thousands who have 
never in their lives even seen a page of the Talmud. It is to. be deplored 
that so useful and effective a branch of study—so educationally valuable, 
one might even say -° unique—should have been cast aside by Jews 
whose heritage it is. | am aware that there is a movement, both in this 
country and in America, for improving this condition of affairs: I refer 
to the establishment of Yeshibas or Talmudical colleges. 
These institutions deserve a welcome. But it would be foolish to 
expect too much of them, for they lack what is the principal factor 
in success—-competent teachers. Many of them teach in Yiddish; most 
of them teach uncritically. For there is a critical way of studying 
the Talmud and what one may term, without being disrespectful, the 
* Polish” way, the only purpose of which is to exercise the memory. 
There is no reason why modern critical methods should not be applied to 
the text of the Talmud: some of the finest Talmudic scholars of the age. 
including, I believe, the Principal of Jews’ College, study and teach the 
Talmud in this fashion. They serutinise the text (some of the textual 
emendations that have come under my own notice have been a delight 
to the mind and have explained a difficult passage adequately): they 
attempt to fix the chronology of each period so as to establish which 
opinion came first and which last; they compare the statement of a case 
in one passage with that in another; in a word, they apply modern 
methods to this great branch of study. I have yet to learn that this is 
done at our Yeshibas. Yet we must be thankful for small mercies. If the 
study of the Talmud were to die out completely in this country, that 
would be the beginning of the end of Anglo-Jewry as a religious force. 
Yeshibas up and down the country are, for what they are worth, at least 
evidences of a flicker —farthing rushlights, if you like— which may perhaps 
kindle greater lights. On that account they should be encouraged. But 
to be content with mere financial support of the Yeshibas is insufficient. 
What is needed is that many Jews should make themselves acquainted 
with the Jewish Talmud. Jewish thought would receive a stimulus, and 
the students themselves a liberal education.

progress, with the same unflinching constancy that they manifested in 
their faith.”” (Lecky.) So true is it that “the beginning of wisdom is the 
tear of the Lord.” 

But the converse of the propositionTalso holds* good. Real religion 
cannot be built upon a foundation of ignorance. That rears only supersti 
tion. The prevalence of supefstition always betokens a lack of learning. 
\ll the faculties with which mankind have been endowed may become ia 
blessing or a curse according as they are' used or not with a disciplined 
knowledge and an intelligent enthusiasm. The faculty of religions awe 
and wonder is no exception to this rule. "Want of knowledge or of guidance 
has led religious enthusiasts in the past into the grossest idolatry and the 
most cruel and immoral practices. Theignorance of the Middle Ages has 
long past away. It has been replaced by a wondrous thirst for knowledge. 
which is permeating every grade of social life. Infinite pains are taken to 
acquire the smallest of the secrets of science. For the seeker knows that 
she yields her secrets only to those*who serve her with *a* life’s devotion. 
Yet there are those who imagine that the secrets of the "human soul, the 
science of the moral levers that move the world of thought,Uthe inspira. 
tions that come from “communion with Heaven can be acquired without 
effort and without sacrifice. It was the thirst for righteousness that 
made the Jewish people in the past a race of scholars. It is scholarship 
that must once again acclaim -religion as the ideal philosophy, and its 
wiherents as the inspired teachers of truth. The higher paths-of secular 
knowledge cannot be suddenly attained by those who have been debarred 
from all approach to the sources of learning in their youth. Neither will 
the knowledge of God and of the heights to which the human soul can 
‘ise Ibe easily apprehended in manhood by those who have had 
nO access to religious teaching in their younger days. There 
is a hardening of the soul, an atrophy of the heart that comes to 
en and women by contact with the world, that only early influences and 
ennobling memories can help them to withstand. There is a disinclina- 
tion for spiritual investigations and moral questionings that only the 
old scholarly habit can eradicate. It is ‘probaniy {true that it is much 


difficult to teach religion efficiently nowadays§ than it was in times” 


When fewer questions were asked us by our ehildren, But it is much 
inore difficult to teach anything nowadavs than in the old days of easy- 
Joing pedagogues. A much higher standard of knowledge is demanded in 
matters both secular and religious. That is a challenge to us to become 
more efficient teachers by becoming more ’levoted scholars, so that when 
our children ask us concerning our history, our philosophy. our knowledge 
of our faith and of our God, we can answer them not only in the measure 
of their own intelligence. We can provide them with alnew inspiration 


and a new enthusiasm based on our closer contact. with, andjour deeper — 


tudy of, the ancient but still living traditions of Judaism. 


Economic Distress in Poland. 
Appeal to World Jewry. 


WARSAW. 


A sub-commission. appointed by the Polish Club of Jewish Deputies, 

decided to issue an appeal to the whole of world Jewry for 
assistance to Polish Jewry in its present economic distress. A deputation 
of the Club of Jewish Deputies may be sent to America for this purpose. 
The Union of Jewish Writers in Poland is to appeal to the Joint Distribu 
tion Committee to support the fund for Jewish writers and journalists 
who are out of employ nent in consequence of the economic crisis. 


Concessions to Polish Jews. 


The Political Commission of the Cabinet has decided that inland 
postal, telegraphic, and telephone traffic may. from now onward, be con 
ducted in all European languages, including Yiddish and Hebrew. It has 
also annulled the old Austrian order. obtaining in Galicia, which ordered 
that public meetings must be addressed only in Polish, Ukrainian, or 
German, Facilities arc to be provided for the acquisition of citizenship by 
the so-called aliens in Poland. This finally puts in order the abnormal 
position of thousands of Jewish families, residing principally in the 
eastern frontie: who have till now heen denied the rights of 
Polish citizenship because, although they have lived in their present homes 
for many years, they lad not registered there as permanent citizens. 

The Zionist Council has decided to convoke a two days’ 
conference of the Zionists of the whole of the Polish Republic for March 
Lith, to consider the present economic crisis in Polish Jewish life, and its 
effect on Zionist work in the country.

Anti-Semite’s Appeal Rejected. 
Libel on Max Warburg. 


The appeal brought by ex-Deputy Theodor Fritsch, the seventy-one 
old vier in Leipzig, against the three 
months’ imprisonment passed on him on December 6th, 1924, for libelling 
Mr. Max Warburg, the bead of the Hamburg house of Warburg, and his 
fellow-banker, Mr. Melchior, was heard in Hamburg last week. 

In two articles published in his paper, DER HAMMER, and reprinted 
in pamphlet form, noder the tithe ** The Secret Kaiser,’’ Deputy Fritsch, 
as he was at the time. alleved that Mr. Max Warburg had been acting in 
league with his brothers, Felix and Paul Warburg, citizens of the United 
States, to betray Germany to the Allies during and after the war. Mr. 
Melchior was accused of complicity with Max Warburg, Deputy Fritsch

IL did my 
best as a loyal German subject. German anti-Semitism is a double-edged 
curse, for on the one hand it tries to prevent a German-feeling Jew from 
doing what he can for the good of Germany, and, on the other, it has the 
effect of diverting the thoughts of the German people from the real task 
of improving conditions in our country.” 

Mr. Melchior associated himself with Mr. Warburg's statements. 

The Court rejected all the thirty-three counts of justification of his 
allegations submitted by Frifsch, and upheld the conviction and his 
sentence to three months’ imprisonment for libel.—J.T.A. 


Crisis Jewish Emigration. 


Appeal to American Jewry. 

A public meeting, organised by the United Jewish Emigration Com- 
mittee and other central Jewish organisations having their seat in the 
German capital, was held in Berlin last week to consider the situation 
in view of the acute crisis in Jewish emigration. A resolution was adopted 


declaring that American Jewry must not stop its emigration activity and 


calling for special grants for emigration out of the funds of the fifteen 
million dollar “drive.” The first part of the resolution refers particularly 
to the decision of the Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society of America to with- 
draw from European activity. 


Proposed Mexican Immig. ation Quota. 
Many Jewish Immig:ants Unemployed. 


It it understood that the Meaican Government contemplates putting 
into effect an immigration quota system which will admit a limited 
number of immigrants from each foreign country, and only such persons 


| 
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as are not likely ito create competition in the Mexican labour market. 
This proposed step is due to the fact that many of the Jewish immigrants 
to Mexico within the last two years have been unable to secure employ: 
ment, and are exposed to various privations, and also because there 1s 
evidence of the beginning of hostility towards them on the part of the 
labour unions. 

Meanwhile. conditions among the Jewish immigrants have lately 
heen ‘such that manv of them are planning to return to their native 
countries. According to Dr. M. L. Leff. head of the clinic conducted by 
the B'nai B'rith in Mexico, forty Jewish immigrants returned to Russia 
two weeks ago, and more are getting ready to leave. Those who remain 
are faced with the prospect of trving to peddle the same goods and in the 


same places as all the others. 


‘Jewish Land Settlement in Russia. 
85,000 Acres in the Crimea. 


An area of 31.638 dessiatins (about 85,000 acres) has been allocated for 
Jewish land settlement in the Crimea. The Central Executive Committee 
of the Crimean Soviet Republic has instructed the Ministry of Agriculture 
to proceed immediately with the. parcelling out of the land among the 
prospective settlers, and to speed up the work in connection with if as 
being a matter of urgency.-J.T..A. 


Plight of Homel Jewish Children. 


Nearly 70 Per Cent. Diseased. 


According to a report issued by the Medical Commission which has 
been conducting a medical examination of 1,500 Jewish schoolchildren tn 
Homel, in White Russia; the physical condition of the Jewish children ts 
much inferior to that of the Russian and Polish children. Only 31 pet 
cent. of the children examined were found to be even comparatively 
healthy. The remaining 69 per cent. are all suffering from disease. 
Twenty one per cent. have lung diseases, 194 per cent, have diseases of 
the blood circulating organs, and 49°4 per cent. are suffering from anemia 

The reason for this, the Commission says, is the poverty and the 
insanitaryv conditions under which the children live; both at home and in 
school, the lack of proper nourishment, the absence of physical training. 
and so forth.—Jd.T.A.

He looked forward to a brighter and better cra in 
which the victories they had cained would not appear a mere delusion 
and disappointment, but would be the foundation of peace, horour. and 
glory in our land. (Cheers). 

The Rt. Hon. Lord BUsTace Pency, M.P., in proposing the toast of 
the Jewish Religious Education Board, said that the pleasare with which 
he proposed that toast was not merely the pleasure which the Chan 
eellor of the Exchequer and he roust incvitably feel in commending an\ 
educational effort to which they did not have to contribute out of the 
‘Treasury a pleasure which, be knew, was very keenly felt Dy the Char 
cellor. (Laughter). He proposed that toast from one point of view 
especially -that for any free nation, for any self-governing nation, it was 
above all important that if should remember that the liberties 
it had gained must be used. Lhe great danger: which it ‘scemed 
to him was always threatening the so-called democratic nations 
of the present day was that, having won their liberties and 
their rights. they would cease to know how to use these liberties and 
vights- that having won the right of self-government they would cease to 
have any specific and defintte objects to which to direct the Government, 
that having won freedom of conscience and liberty: of worship they would 
cease to huve any sense of the direction in which worship was due. The 
liberties which had been won tm the past were liberties won by men who 
wished to cinploy them for definite objects. But these liberties having 
been won, they merely sank inte an excuse for religious indifference if 
they were not rightly used. The Chairman had quoted Lord Morley's 
words testifying to the necessity and essential character of the soundness 
of religious life in the various religious communities of the country as 
necessary to that country’s prosperity. That was true, and it was because 
the Board stood for that truth. because it sought to maintain it not-—as 
the Chancellor had said -—with artificial aid from the State. but as a 
voluntary body vindreatume liberties once won from the State and granted 
by the State, that he was happy to propose that toast. (Cheers). 

Mr. Ernst H, ScHtrr, O.L.E.,. President of the Jewish Religious 
Education Board, in reply, that their distinguished guests 
had paid a compliment not only to the board but to, the whole Jewish 
Community. He recalled the loss which the Board had sustained in 
the deaths of ‘the late Mr. Frank L. Lyons, his predecessor as President, 
and the Rev. tsidore Harris who had done such yeoman service in 
collecting funds for the Board. He was giad that the latter's work had 
been carried on by the Rev. Vivian Simumious. He also acknowledged the 
“reat services of the Chairman, and of Mr. Sasserath. the Treasurer, Mr: 
Arthur Woolf, the indefatigable Secretary. and Mr. Robert Eichholz, who 
had organised that function. While there were other societies such as 
the Talmud Torabs providing religions education, it was tothe Board that 
the main task of giving religious teaching to children attending L.C.C. 
schools fell. There were more than 5,000 childven concerned. They had 
rejuvenated the Sabbath classes at the Jews’ Free School. and had estab. 
lished Sunday classes mainly for children attending secondary schools. 
He acknowledged the valuable help in reorganisation rendered by the 
Education Committee under the Chairmanship of Mr. L.G. Bowman, and 
the services of the Director of Education, Mr. Herbert Adler. The cost 
of the teaching was only £1 per child per annum. 

Mr. LIongeL GL. COHEN proposed the toast of the Jewish Clergy. 

The CHIEF RABBI OF “THE BRITISH EMPIRE, in reply, said that that 
was a conventional toast, but it was an historic one, and came to them 
from days when the clergy occupied a dominating place in the lives of 
men. But there were special reasons for the persistence of the con- 
vention. One of these reasons was that the clergy were extremely 
useful in collecting funds for forlorn causes; and in these days of 
high income-tax mest causes that depended on voluntary public support 
were forlorn causes, and called for desperate devotion on the part 
of their friends. Religious education was the greatest safeguard against 
the moral shipwreck of the individual on the stormy ocean of life, The 
true Englishman had ever held that all education worthy of the name 
must have a religious foundation. ‘The representatives of His Majesty's 
Government who were present at a festivity in aid of religious education 
were me rely true to type. Happy were the 7 that they were citizens of 
such aland! Quite other, alas! was the lot of our brethren in Eastern 
Europe. In Soviet Russia, though the bitter fight against religion had 
abated somewhat and Christian and Mohammedan bodies were now 
allowed to give religious instruction to small groups of their children after 
school hours, this privilege was not exte nded to Jews. Only a monvh ago, 
two Jewish teachers were sentenced at Kieff to six months’ imprisonment, 
and two hundred children were imprisoned’ at Vinnitza, Podolia, for

The 
appellants submitted that there was nothing in the Ordinance incon 
sistent with the Mandate, and that the decision of the Supreme Court of 
Palestine was wrone and ought to be reversed because that Court, sitting 
as a High Court of Jastice, had no jurisdiction to declare the Ordinance 
null aml void, and becanse the Ordinance safeguarded the -civil and 
religious rights of all the inhabitants of Palestine.

Semitic bias. I prefer a different conclusion. Itis more likely that the 
Jewish ants to these posts have not the Director amd his 
staff by their personalities and attamients as have their more successful 
tientile colleagues, We mest have cle taile cl facts and heures before 
accepting the theory that a traly progressive Committee, headed by a 
Director who is essentially broad-minded, wonld deliberately turn down 
the application of a capable man for ho other disqualification than that he 
isn a Jew. I make this statement becanse anti-Semitism had never 
manifested itself, to my knowledge, in the activities of the Man hester 
Mdiecation Committee. Indeed. IT am inelined to think that they verge 
rather on the side of pro-Semitism. 

have always treated Jewish chikdven and teachers with unfailing 
consideration and courtesy, cranting them the privileges necessary 
for the full olpse of the Jewish re ligion to the extent of ceiving 
holidays for Paurim and the Ninth of Ab. with an almost negligible curtail. 
went of the general holidays. The schools close at 2.20 p.m. on Fridays 
throughout the year. Assistant Jewish teachers are almost invariably 
appointed.to schools where there is a large percentage of Jewish children, 
and facilities are viven for the teaching of Hebrew.

Nor need your correspondent fear the atmosphere in the schools. If 
feach in one of them and find that it is distincthy Jewish. How can it be 
otherwise with five hundred Jewish boys scattering their idioms and their 
baigels and their matcoth about the place? The children create ‘the 
atiosphere and draw their Gentile teachers into it. Nor will the hearing 
of the word Christmas or the learning of Church of Englaad hymns 
fcarefally Chosen) undo the work of the home and the Cheder. 

There is one Jewish non-provided school in Manchester. Curiously 
enough its niumbers are rapidly decreasing, its financial position is 
mnsonnd, in spite of the fact that its secular work has reached a high 
standard. Unless something drastic happens, this school wili go the way 
of all non-provided schools—into the hands of the Conimittee.- It is 
pronically called the Manchester Jews’ School, but it cannot even enlist 
the aetive support of the Jewish parents who apparently care so little 
about it, that they send their children clsewhere,. Let those who would 
eriticise the Manchester Edneation Committee turn first to the Jewish 
parents and awaken them from their state of lethargy to give a greater

Mr. Pembane and knowing the Phantasies we were prepared for surprises ; 
Wherein we were not disappointed. The Mozartian work Was executed 
With a remarkable lucidity and restraint; Jutas the evenmg progressed 
the rubatos, pPatises, ant other idosynerasies hecame more and mor 
abundant. that Mr. Pembaur is. searchimg for hidden meanings i- 
bevond question, but whether he tinds them or merely creates fancies 
of his own mind is open to question. Certainly in the Beethoven, one i> 
inclined to think that he took this poor example of the great composer too 
seriously, While his Schumann was really brilliant. and profound! \ 
interesting.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


\ successful year of activities of the Settlement, which was founded 
in 1914 under. the auspices of the West London and “ Liberal” Jewish 
Hyhagogues, is recorded in the sixth annnval report. Not only have all the 
various component parts of the Settlement (of which Mr. Basil Henriques 
is the Warden) continued during the year, but the work bas, in certain 
respects, actually been extended. About 1,200 applications for help and 
alvice were received which showed that the Settlement is & Valuable 
bureau of information. A. recent development has been the efforts 
directed towards the children and adoleseents, through the schools, 
play eentre, and clinhbs, An infant welfare centre meets at the Settle- 
ment, with which the autherities ke: ») in elose toneh. The Settlement 
runs clubs for childven of both sexes, with @ total of one thousand 
members, a company of girl guides, a boy scout troop, and three clpbs 
for boys and girls, Every one of the activities, from the play coetre 
to the adult clabs, is based npon a religious foundation, 
prayers are held every evening.

| The question of juvenile employ ment 
causes grave anxiety. Considerable assistance in this direction. could be 
rendered by employers of labour helping to absorb the school leavers 
connected with the Settlement. “It is disappointing,” says the re port 
“that so few of the younger generation of men and women who have had 
the advantages of education offer to share these advantages with 
fhose Wholackthem. It-is said by some that the work done by Settlements 
is only palliative, and that the time has come to concentrate only on 
the economic causes of bad housing, nnemployment, and even of sin, A 
few months living in the midst of the conditions they wish to alter would 
give these would-be reformers the knowledge upon which to build np 
their theories. The residential part of the Settlement essentially 
existe for such people, Surely every member of the West Loudon 
and ‘Liberal’ Synagogues should, in the name and expression of his 
religion, make some real sacrifice, either m personal service or financial 
help, for the welfawe of their coreligionista which those syNagoxues, 
im founding the Settsment, set out to help. Except for the Jewish Board 


of Guardians, there is probably no single Jewish institution which 
infinences so many people, old and young, 4s the Settlement. Those Who 
Jo the work ean claim that, as regards the yonng, they have done their hess 
te enable them to grow "ip into good citizens and faithful Jows, the bette, 
citizens because fhev are ood Jews, the better Jews because the; are 
vood citizens.” The .erviees held weekly atthe Whitechapel Art Gallery, 
in connection with the Settlement Synagogue, have succeeded beyond 
all expectation. The large attendances at the serv ices are made np 
of almost entirely young people. To stop the tide of irreligion, 
and to rouse fresh re licieus fervour, constitute perhaps the most portan: 
branch of the Setflement 8 work. Financial support ts needed for thre:

Auntie’s Chat. 


T have been asked, not for the first time--and I answer also not for 

the first time--how L interpret the League's motto of maintaining “the 

best traditions of Judaisin and the Jewish people.” It is a question 

which, really, [ seck to answer almost every week in my Chats, 

though not perhaps in a connected and comprehensive form, and [ am 

set the rather difficult task of compressing a year’s Chats into one. 

Readers will understand that necessary condensation makes the 
goswer somewhat liraited m form if sincere in intention. 


BEST TRADITIONS.” 

Some of my nephews and nieces seem puzzled by the phrase © best 
traditions.” Why not simply traditions. Well, there are traditions 
that are not quite as good as others, L need not specify them. Lweoud 
rather dwell on what I regard as the best traditions. The first and 
important tradition which commend to the loyalty ef rs 
of the League is devotion to our ancestral faith. The sort of loyalty I 
want is one based on reason. lt want you to be loyal Jews because your 
minds command it. Only in the second place would I pot the motive 
of scutiment and emotion. These are very important constituents in 
the religious make-up, but if sentiment conflicts with reason it Cannot 
prevail. To secure the first condition you must study Judaism. You 
cannot be convinced about anything that you know but slightly or at 
second hand.’ Study of our saered love is another “ best tradition.” 
As to the emotional side of Judaism, that is partly dependent on the 
other. Knowledge must precede love, but love can transtigure and 
supplement knowledge. We de not want to put our Judaism into coud 
storage. It must be a warm,. living, palpitating thing, not a frozen 
corpse. Our hearts reust be in it as well as ow’ heads. The lyric’ 
fervour of the psalmist is the complement of the balanced reasoning of 
the philosopher. 
PAMILY Like. 

Another “best tradition” is the maintenance of the purity and 
beauty of Jewish family life—the leve and respect of children for 
parents, the warm affection and unity of sisters and brothers. The 
heme sttonldsbe «.tetrple of peace, where the fires on the altar of 
religiomare never allowed to-die down, where strife and commonness 
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aie a pide to live in. not to ex from. Jewish home 
Hlunined by Sabbath lights, or vibrant with the chant of Srder 
meloxlies, is a beantifnl place. and even more than the synagogue has 
been the stronghold and fortress of our people threagh the ages 
SERVICE. 

Still another “ best tradition” is that of service, of « harity. of what 
our sages called gemiluth chassadim., Judaism, truly lived. is the 
Pepation of selfishness, [t teaches that true happiness isto be found 
mm helping others. It frowns on the view of life that holiness can only 
be attaincd by escaping from the world. It can be won rather by 
Jiving a full fe in the miktst of the world and serving God by serving 
our fellow-men. The pursuit of selfish pleasure, the disregard of the 
duty of service, kill the Soul and yield no lasting happiness.

| THE NEW YEAR OF THE TREES. . 


IN THE LAND OF ISRABEI, 


Because they would not forget Palestine, Jews ve peated from year 
to year, as eontury passed into century, the forms of. Palestinian ‘life. 
In dark, bleak ghettoes. during stormy winter evenings, they celebrated 
the pretty festival of the New Year of the Trees on Chainisha Asay 
OShecat, the tiffeenth day of the Hebvew month of Shebat (which falls 
to-morrow week). They had no foot of soil in which to plant a tree in 


: the lands of the dispersion. Nor were trees being planted in the land of 
/! Israel. Rather for ages the country was denuded of its trees by con- 


querors abd ignorant natives, until the terraced hill-sides showed only 
bare rock. and the thick shade forests were no more than a tradition. 
But the faith of the Jews was so strony that finally, in our own day. 
they ave able to eat of the fruits of Palestine at Chamisha Asar cele. 
brations and to recite the eple story of the revival of the Jewish land. 
The little cartons of almonds sent out by the Jewish National Fund 
headquarters at Jerusalem for Chamisha Asar are a reminder of what
